3. We should urge the Turkish and Italian governments 
to use this discussion to record what we take to be their 
intent: i.e., their desire to phase out XRBM'a when it is 
clear that the multilateral force will come into being — 
especially since Polaris and other Us external forctis will 
provide needed coverage in thai meantime. 

4. In any negotiations with the Soviets, we should 
demand immediate removal of Soviet offensive weapons from 
Cuba, in return for no US action other than lifting of tha 
blockade* We should make clear, if pressed , that we do not 

recognise 


recognise any relation between thie issue and Turkish or 
Italian iRBM's* If removal of Offensive weapon* from Cuba fitt 
into a larger arme control scheme at all t it should be in 
the context of a latin American nuclear free eone. 

5* The US should also indicate that it is prepared to 
enter into arms control negotiations simultaneously with 
Cuban negotiations t and that it is prepared in this connection!
